H ungary. 


Petrograd, 
July 
21.—Attempts by 
Tectonic forces to advance against 
the Russians In the region of the river 
Stokod in Volhynia, have been repul* 
cd, the war otlice announced. 
Operations in Galicia ale being no­ 
tably affected by the overflow of the 
river Dniester, which is flooding large 
areas. 
The official statem ent on operations 
says: 
“On July IS seventeen enemy aero­ 
planes m ade a raid on the station at 
Zauilren, 
northeast 
of 
Baranovichi. 
Twenty-seven 
bombs 
were 
thrown 
upon the hospital and lazaretto. Three 
persons en the medical start were kill­ 
ed, and five other men Injured. 
Of 
the patients in the hospital, ten were 
killed and twenty-three wounded. 
“ In the region of Stokod the enemv 
tried to advance near the villages of 
Outnil and Arsonovitchi, but without 
result. 
An advance ut the enemy in the 
region of Zviniatiehl-Elisarov, south­ 
east of Goroekhov, was lepulsed by 
us. 
“The overflow of the Dniester con 
tiuues. 
Valleys situated in tile neigh­ 
borhood have been flooded through 
rivulets overflowing their banks. 
The 
slopes of the heights are so slippery 
that it is almost impossible to climb 
them. 
At many points bridges have 
been washed away.” 
With their southern wing pressing 
through the lauges of the Carpathian 
mountains into the Hungarian plains, 
led by thousands of Siberian Cossa. ks, 
the northern flank of the Russians is 
delivering hard blows against the Her 
mans iii the Dvina and titokhod re­ 
gions. 
On the Lipa front, the engagement 
whl.h begall thirty six hours ago, con 
tinues with increasing violente. Fresh 
reserves of men and guns are reach 
lag the Kusslan front. 
W ith the fighting on the Lipa aud in 
front ut Brody, the Russians are now 
exerting pressure from the separate 
direction* against the forces defending 
Lemberg, the north, east and south. 
Fresh troops are continually flowing 
toward the Russian front, while pris 
oners say the Austro-Hungarians and 
Germans are having a ditto ult time 
Anding reserves to strengthen their 
lines in Russia aud Galicia. 
lu Volhynia and Galicia the Russian 
thrust has for its double aim the cap 
ture of Lemberg and Kuvei. 
Amoug 
the northern line south of Riga Kure* 
patkin’s forces are attem pting to pre 
vent von H inienburg from weakening 
his own <lines to assist his hard-press­ 
ed fellow commanders to the south. 
Along the C arpathian front the c z a rs 
troops are trying to clear a road— 
or several roads
